Juno 17.— Postm aster 
McGinnis of Indianapolis is in receipt 
of a report of the third assistant post­ 
master general, showing the postal re­ 
ceipts from 1775 to 1902. 
The in­ 
crease, of course, is magnificent, re­ 
flecting the growth of the country from 
the declaration of independence to the 
present day. 
There are now 76,584 
postoffices; 
extent of postal routes, 
511,808. 
The latter will be greatly In­ 
creased within a year by the rapid 
growth of the rural free delivery. The 
gross revenue for 1901 was $111,631,- 
193; expenditures, Ilia,039.607, show ­ 
ing that the great department is al­ 
most self sustaining 
Postage stam ps 
were Issued to the number of 4.238,- 
273,629; stamped envelopes and new s­ 
paper 
wrappers 
issued. 
772,839,000. 
Postal cards. 6,549.514,800. 
The total 
number of pieces of mail of all kinds 
handled was 7.424,390,329. 
The report 
shows that postage stamps were first 
issued in 
1847; 
stamped envelopes 
made their first appearance In 1853. 
Newspaper wrappers were introduced 
in 1861, while postal cards appeared 
first in 1873. 
Letters were first regis­ 
tered in 1855, while the money order 
system was in vogue as early as 1864.

Miners Strike Apparently No 
Nearer Em! Than At Its 
Beginning. 


THE SOFT COAL MINKUS 


Revival of Story That Pennsylvania 
Bituminous Collieries Will Be 
Subject lo Strike. 


This, However, Is Said to Be Prob­ 
able Only As a Measure In 
Extremity. 


W ilkesbarre, 
Pa., 
June 
17.—The 
sixth week of the anthracite coal min­ 
ers' strike began yesterday without a I 
ripple to disturb the calm ness of the 
situation. 
Rain fell nearly all day, 
which helped to keep the more than 
150,000 idle men and boys indoors, j 
Several reports of assaults on work­ 
ingmen and coal and iron policemen 
were received here from different sec­ 
tions of the region, but no one was I 
seriously injured. 
Most of these at­ 
tacks occur under the cover of dark­ 
ness or at starting time in the morn­ 
ing. 
It was expected that yesterday 
would w itness the refusal of a large I 
number of fire bosses to go to work, j 
but the best information 
obtainable I 
shows that the number of men who j 
quit was not large. 
In fact, several 
of the m ining superintendents in this ; 
region asserted they had more men at 
work at the engines and pumps than 
they had last week. 
President Mitch- j 
ell and other labor leaders question 
this assertion, and on the contrary I 
claim that nearly half of the men who 
were at work on Saturday refused to 
go into tho collieries yesterday. 
Nei­ 
ther side gave out any figures. 
Casper Clark of Toledo Ohio, presi- ; 
dent of the International Team Driv- j 
era’ association, has come in for some ! 
attention by labor leaders. 
He sub­ 
mitted to an interview, in which he I 
said his organization would do all it 
could to help the striking miners. 
He ' 
said he will make a thorough canvass 
of the region to learn the sentim ent of 
his men. which will help to guide the J 
national 
association 
if 
the 
miners 
should ask the team sters for help. 
There is a revival of the story that 
the 
centra] 
Pennsylvania 
soft c o a l, 
miners will be called out very so o n ,; 
but President Patrick Gilday of the 
central Pennsylvania district, throws 
cold water on the proposition. 
He de­ 
clares that the central Pennsylvania 
men will not be called out except as 
an extrem e measure. 
He thought a 
curtailm ent of soft coal production in j 
his district would be a more likely ae- j 
tlon. 
Som e of the miners in his re­ 
gion. he said, have already suggested { 
to him that the number of days of 
work each week be cut down to three, 
four or five, thus cutting off a con-' 
siderable supply of soft coal that is j 
coming east. 
Nothing 
has 
been 
given 
out 
at 
strike headquarters, President Mitch­ 
ell merely saying there is no change 
in either the anthracite or the W est 
Virginia strike. 
The mining superin­ 
tendents of the big coal com panies 
and individual operators have nothing 
new to report.

Eldorado, Ills., June 17.—The race 
war which ha:s been in progress here 
since May 29. when a mob attacked 
the Colored Normal and Industrial In­ 
stitute. a school modeled after the cel­ 
ebrated T uskegee (Ala.) school, still 
continues. 
The homes of colored cit­ 
izens have been stoned, warnings sent 
the occupants to leave the vicinity, and 
shots fired into their homes late at 
night. 
Many, through tear, have left. 
There remain only fiv* fam ilies, and 
two of them will leave at once. 
Sun­ 
day night a mob visited Rev. Peter 
Green, pastor of the African Methodist 
church, and stoned his house.

of the white residents profess to fear 
that colored labor will be used in the 
mines which are being opened in that 
vicinity. 
Jefferson D. Alston, president of the 
normal, has been chosen as the head of 
the school for life, and against him 
an intense feeling exists.

of the school and the choosing of a 
new president at the coming m eeting.
